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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 1 50 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited.

The 
various related prior art of record fails to anticipate or render obviousness a deblocking 
filtering apparatus comprising a D mode and a T mode operation circuits and a selector 
for selecting between the two wherein, the D mode and the T mode operations 
comprise components 1 to 16 and 17 to 23 of figure 1, respectively and in combination 
with other limitations in the claims as specified in claims 1 and 4.
